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Detailed Action 

1. ) The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. ) Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hagiwara et 
al. (5,283,419). The patent to Hagiwara et al. (5,283,419) discloses a welding method and a 
welding power supply with the features claimed. In regard to claim 1: note that TWO 
consecutive periods labeled "TDC" in Hagiwara et al. (5,283,419) constitute the claimed "DC 
current portion"; the intermediate period between these two TDC periods, labeled "TAC" in 
Hagiwara et al. (5,283,419) constitutes the claimed "at least one current pulse of polarity 
opposite to the polarity of the DC current". In regard to claim 3, the same is broad enough to 
read on the waveform of Hagiwara et al. (5,283,41 9). At least one of the pulses in a period TAC 
will have multiple and different spacings from respective multiple different other pulse groups. 
In regard to claim 4, see figure 7 of Hagiwara et al. (5,283,419) and note: the DC power supply 
at 5; the first and second semiconductor switching devices at 1 and 2; and the control means at 
10-13 as claimed. 

3. ) Claim 7 is objected to for depending from rejected claims, but would be given 
favorable consideration if recast in independent form to include all of the limitations of the 
parent claims. None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests the power supply apparatus set 
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forth in the claim, particularly a power supply with the limitations directed to the first and second 
reactors combined with the other claim elements. 

4.) The Japanese document no. JP62-61779A is cited to show a prior art welding method 
wherein periods of AC arc current alternate with periods of DC arc current.
